The dreadful Cloud that, a Year or two ago, 
hung over our Hemifphere, and which hourly 
threatened to break upon us, and overwhelm us 
with inevitable. Deftruction, was vifible to every 
Eye, ans lamented almoft.by every Voice. But 
though we all faw too much, very few of us, I be- 
lieve, faw all. The gathering Storm appeared, but 
ali the black Materials of which it was compofed, 
were known only to the beft political Aftronomers. 
And though“tvéry Man agreed im the exceeding 
great Difficulty theré was in difperfing this Storm, 
{carce any knew wherethe Difficulty principally lay ; 
or what were the Dangers to which we muft expofe 
ourfelves in the difperfing it. f 
. The Public, to fay the Truth, may lately have 
been compared to a natural Body, afflicted with a 
Complication of Diftempers. In the Cafe of a fin- 

le Difeafe, however violently it may rage, no great 

kill is required in the Phyfician. He hath the Ex- 
perience of Ages to direét him in his Application 5 
and if his Medicines cannot cure his Patient, it is 
almoft impoffible they fhould injure him : Bat when 
we are attacked by contrariant Diftempers; whea 
the fame Methods which leffen and relieve the one, 


_ will inflame and aggravate other ; then it is, that 


the utmoft Sagacity, the utmoft Nicety, become 
requifite to reftore us to Health, or to preferve us 
from Diffolution. 

Nor is this Illuftration, though it reprefents our 
Condition in fo wretched a Light, anywife ade- 
quate to paint it in its full Extent of Horror. 
‘There was one Difficulty, efpecially, with which 
our Adminiftration were obliged to ftruggle, that 
can be matched by none, which ever occurs to the 
Phyfician. This, however, I muft be contented 
to refer, with many other Particulars, to the Know- 
ledge-and Admiration of Pofterity; if, indeed, they 


will be able to believe-what we are not able, at pre- - 


fent, even to mention. 

In fucha Situation as this, how delicate oight to 
be the Pen of that public Writer, who fhould take 
upon him the Support of fuch an Adminiftration ? 
How ftri€tly ought he to follow their great Exam- 
ple, in concealing thofe dangerous Wounds of the 
Public, which they are endeavouring to heal? How 
cautioufly.muft he purfue their Steps, through all the 
Obftruétions and Embarraffments, shopegh which 
they have fo refolutely, and, at the fame Time, fo 
prudently waded. 

And this Caution I may, with Juftice, I hope, 
fay, 1 have inviolably preferved, in Defiance of 

ofe many Provocations, which have been purpofe- 


“ly thrown in my Way; though, in this Forbear- 


ance, I have fometimes, I confefs, done no {mall 
Violence to myfelf: For sothiag, perhaps, is fo 
difficult to be attained by an Advocate, efpecially 


when his Heart is warm in his Caufe, ag that Mo- 


- ‘deration, which, from. prudential Reafensy aid fore- 


feen Confequences,. reftrains him from fully.defend- 
ing his Client, when he hath it ia-his Power. 

To this Moderation ‘it hath been wholly owing, 
that we have often fuffered many of thofe atrocious 
Felthoods, with which the prefent Adminiftration 
hath been afperfed ‘in public News-Papess, to. pafs 
entirely unregarded, And this is one, Infance, 
in which we have fet before us the va of thofe 
Great Men, in whofe Gaule,it..is.our Glory ‘tobe 
embarked. For to what do  thefe Scribblers ima- 
gine they owe their Impunity,. but co the Nature of 
their Scandal; which, like the Matter of a Conta- 
gion, ought not even to be ftirred, or meddled 
with,, Thus’it is the fingular Fortune of thefe 
Wretches, to be fafe from the very Weight of 
their Crimes ; as their Writings are, in reality, too 
profligate, and too impudent either to be punifhed 
or an{wered. 

It is eafy for a Man of any Reflection and Im- 
partiality, to fee the Advantage which this Circum- 
ftance hath lately given to our public Incendiaries. 
It is here, :indeed, lies their only Strength » For as 
to Abilities, none ever prefumed ‘to bandlea Pen 
with lefs. “Thefe are, indeed, every Way"fo mean, 
that in afferting our Superiority to them, we can 
no more be arraigned of Vanity, than a Man can 
be faid to boaft of his high Stature, who avers him- 
felf to be taller. than a Dwarf ; or'than a Gentle- 
man ought to be charged with afluming State or 
Dignity, when he ranks himfelf above the loweft 


- Labourer who plies in the Streets. 


But though, in general, the Difficulties are fuffi- 
ciently apparent, which a Writer, of ‘any Delicacy, 
lies under, while he engages with a Set of profligate 
Scribblers, who have no more Regard to Decency 
than to Truth, and who fhelter their Deficiency in 
the latter, by entirely abandoning the former. And 
though fome of the moft opprobrious Inftances, tho’ 
I dare not even mention them, will, doubtlc(s, here 
occur to any Reader of the leaft Knowledge and 
Sagacity,’ 1 thall, however, draw, out one. Particu- 
lar at full Length; by which, every Individual, 
who will diveft himfelf of Partiality, muft be forc- 
ed to acknowledge, how, extremely arduous a Tafk 
it may fometimes be, to do Juftice to the moft de- 
ferving Miniftry, without facrificing the Good of 
the Public in. their Defence. 

It is a notorious Faét, that from the Time of 
our figning thofe Preliminaries of “Peace, which 
filled every Countenance with Joy, and, in a few 
Days raifed our Public Funds, from as low a State 
2s they were in even in the Heightlr of the late Re- 
bellion, to be almoft at a Par with their Situation 
in Times of the. greateft Security. From ‘this 
Time, I fay, it is notorious, that our public In- 
cendiaries, who had (by the by) been engaged, for 
fome Years, in declaiming againft the War, and 
the: Continuance of ‘it, began, all at once, to roar 


"forth as loudly again{t the enfuing Peace. So ea~ 


gerly were they hurried, by their Malice, to this 
Topic, that they even traduced the Prelimina- 
ries, before they were known; and afterwards upon 
the moft random and uncertain Informations, In 
the.Courfe of thefe Scurrilities they were not a- 
fhamed to infinuate,; or rathér to declare, that our 
Minifters had accepted the mofl difhonourable, and 
moft difadvantageous Tefms of the Enemy. ‘That 
they had been bubbled and bullied into ghe Accep- 
tance of, thefe Terms by the Addrefs and Threats 


‘cided in the fame Manner, 


of France, at a Time when we were more capable 
than ever of continuing the War and Prence lefs 
fo. And that befides feveral Compliments paid and 
Points of Honour given ‘up to that Crown, we had 
bafely and wickedly furrendered Cape Breton, a 
Fortrefs. of the utmoft Confequence to the T'rade 
and Navigation of Great Britain, without afk- 
ing any Equivalent on Return. 

Thefe I think are the principal Clamours which 
our Incendiaries have attempted to fpread over this 
Kingdom for almoft Six Months laft pat: The 
Charge indeed is not very copious, as the Inven=\ 
tion of the Gentleman is by no Means fertile, 
any more than the Matter on which it is to work; 
and yet here is Charge enough if it was true, to raife 
fuficient Animofity againft all thofe,who are at 
prefent in Power, and who can have been fuppofed to 
have contributed towards this Meafure. 

Now as to every particular Article of this Peace 
I muft own myfelf a Stranger, and fo are I pre- 
fume all the Geritlemen who have hitherto writ a- 
gainft it. But in the prefent obfcure State of Things, 
and ’till the Peace itfelf is aQually laid before the 
Public, doth not every Man fee where the Strefs of 
the Argument lies, and confequently how the Mi- 
niftry muft be defended againft the above malicious 
Infinuations. 

In the firft Place it is moft certain, that the 
Terms of Accommodation between Kingdoms, as 
well as between private Parties, arg, in general, to 
be, confidered as difhonourable, with reference to 
the Situation in which the Parties ftand at the Time 
of Accommodation. To ask your Life of an Ene- 
my, who, when you are difarmed, holds a Sword 
to your Throat, though fome Madmen have re- 
fufed it, hath never been held difhonourable; and 
yet, furely, it isa very great Submiffion. Between 
Kingdoms, where real Intereft ought always .to 
{way more, and Pun@tilio lefs than it often doth be- 
tween private Perfons, he mutt be the weakett' of 
Minifters, or the worlt of Men, who would not re- 
lieve his Country from Danger, at the Expence of 
an honorary Conceffion. : 

And furely the difadvantageous Part is to be de- 
In Contefts between 
Individuals, the more powerful and fuccefsful are 
never called ungenerous, in infifting on advanta- 
geous Terms of Accommodation: Nor are their 
unfortunate Adverfaries ever thought deficient in ei- 
ther Unoderftanding or Spirit, when they fubmit to 
fuch Terms: Ina Word, whenthey give up Part 
to fave the reft. 

In Politics, and in the Contefts between King- 
doms, this prudent Rule holds much ftronger, and 
may beextended much farther, For here, fuch hu- 
mane Pafiions as Generofity or Compaffion never 
(or very rarely, at leaft) operat® upoa the Con- 
queror. Neither do.the Laws of Nations reftrain 
him from improvirg his Power, or his Fortune, to 
the utmoft > And as to the Chriftian Law, this, 
I fuppofe, is held to be confined only to our Con- 
du& in private Life. Ido not know, that’ either 
Popith or Proteftant Divines have extended it to 
Politics. If they have, I am fure no Politicians 
have ever yet carsied any fuch Doétrine into Prac- 
tice, Here, sherefore, if the Winner will grane 
only the worft Conditions he can, it-is certainly the 
Pact of the Lofer, to accept the beft he can obtain. 
Pacem adfero ad vos magis neceffariam quam @- 
quam; ** The Peace Il bring you is rather agree- 
** ble to your Neceflities, than to Equity ;” faid

the good Alercus'to the Sagantines, when Hannibal 
was at their Gates. This was fpeken hike a Man 
of Senfe ; and like one who was really and fincere- 
ly their Friend; and yet the Terins were fuch, 
that Alcon, the Saguntine, did not dare carry them 
back to his own Countrymen  moriturum affir- 
mans, fays Livy, qui fub conditionibus his de pace 
ageret; ‘* affirming, that he would, be. put to 
“© Death, who fhould dare to treat of Peace on 
* fuch Conditions,” 

And if there be any who like more modern Ex- 
amples, let them remember the Behaviour of ‘the 
Dutch to Charles the Sccond in the Year 1672, 
when they thought proper to fupplicate a Peace in 
vain, and again in the Year 1673, when by grant- 
ing almoft every Thing demanded, they. obtained 
it. Thefe are a People whoie Policy was never 
queftioned ; and whofe Magnanimity at the Time 
referred to, is hardly to be paralelled in all Hiftory. 

It appears then that to know whether the Terms 
of a Peace be or be not-difhonourable and difad- 
vantageous, we are to examine the Circumftances 
of the contracting Parties. When due Regard is 
had to thefe, it is very poffible in true Policy, that 
a Peace may be advantageous to that Party which 
makes very large Conceffions, and. difadvantageous 
to the other which receives them, 

The true Queftion «therefore is this, Was this 
Peace neceflary or convenient to us or no, and were 
we or were we not in a Condition of hoping to beat 
France into a better ? 

This will refolve the whole Cafe ; fince if the 
Peace was ieceflary for us, and the Terms the 
beft which could be obtained, our Miniftry can 
not poflibly be fubjeét to Cenfure ; but they will 
more or lels deferve our Applaufe, asthe Terms ob- 
tained are more or l:fs equal to our seafonable Ex- 
pestations and Defires. :
